Caught by W arship 


British Cruiser Captures 
Teutons From _ Interned 
Raider and Sinks Their 
Yacht, It Is Reported. 


New York, October 28.—The six offi- 
cers of the interned German raider, 
Kronprinz Wilhelm, who escaped from 
Norfolk, Va., October 10, on the yacht 
Eclipse, were captured at sea by a 
British warship, according to infor- 
mation in a letter received here to- 
day. The letter was sent toe William 
Wolff, a New York manufacturer, by 
his mother-in-law, a passenger on the 
steamer Bermudian, which left New 
York for Hamilton last Weduesday. 

The letter said the Bermudian was 
stopped a short distance from its des- 
tination by a British cruiser, which 
engaged the passenger vessel in wire- 
less conversation. The substance of 
the talk as told by the wireless opera- 
tor of the Bermudian was thas the 
cruiser, the identity of which is not 
given, had overtaker the missing 
Eclipse at sea, made prisoners of the 
German officers and sank the yacht. 
The letter gives no other details. 

Reports have been current in ship- 
ping circles here for several days that 
the yacht had been captured by a 
British cruiser believed to have been 
H. M. 8S. Melbourne. 


SCHOOL CHILDREN 
OF ATLANTA WILL 
SING “DIXIE” TODAY 


“Dixie,” that war song which has 
gSripped with enthusiasm more audi- 
ences than any other song in the world, 
will be sung in southern schools today, 
celebrating the centenary of the author. 

This famous song, which now has be- 
come one of the national hymns of 
America, was written by Daniel Deca- 
tur Emmett. It was written for a 
walk-around for Bryant’s minstrels, in 
New York, and was first sung by them 
on Broadway. The composer little 
knew that he had given his country 
its greatest national air. 

It first sprang into popularity as a 
southern war song in a New Orleans 
theater in 1861. A zouave march. in 
this theater demanded a catchy air, 
and “Dixie” was played. It made such 
a tremendous hit that it fast became 
popular among the southern soldiers, 
who took it up as their battle hymn.

DANUBE WILL SOON 
BE OPEN TO TRAFFIC 


Austria Army Headquarters, October 
28.—( Via London.)—The junction of the 
Austrian, German and Bulgarian troops 
and the occupation of the last Serbian 
positions on the Danube means the 
speedy reopening of that river for 
traffic. 

Vessels are removing mines and other 
obstructions, and communication be- 
tween Hungary and Bulgaria and Tur- 
key will begin forthwith, although 
travel by river necessarily will be 
slower than by the all rail route 
through mid-Serbia. The entire re-es- 
tablishment of traffic is expected with- 
in a few weeks. 


WHITLOCK IS SILENT. 
ABOUT CAVELL REPORT 


London, October 28.—The American 
embassy here stated today that it had 
received no word from Brand Whitlock. 
American minister to Belgium, with re- 
lation to the recently published report 
on the case of Miss Edith Cavell, which 
the German semi-official statement 
yesterday charged was inaccurate. 

The German statement declared that 
Minister Whitlock had made known his 
intention to inform the embassy here 
of the alleged discrepancy between the 
facts and the Cavell report as it was 
given out. 


SUNDAY LID LIFTED 
A LITTLE IN CHICAGO 


Chicago, October 28.—A ruling of the 
corporation counsel today was hailed 
as lifting the ban against Sunday 
liquor. Under this ruling private parties 
or secret societies are permitted to 
serve liquor in halls adjoining saloons, 
if the bars are screened off, the liquor 
bought before Sunday, and the gen- 
eral public excluded. 

Guests in hotels, the opinion read, 
could be*served with liquor on Sunday 
provided the hotel bar was closed and 
the liquor bought before hand. 


COUNT DE HEMPTINNE 
EXECUTED BY GERMANS 


Amsterdam, October 28.-—The Echo 
Belge says that Count Joseph De Hemp- 
tinne was executed at Ghent on Octo- 
ber 26. He was a member of a promi- 
nent Catholic family.

His Ministry Had Received 


Much of the ‘correspondence never 
before has been made public in text, 
although press dispatches have covered 
most of it in substance. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the new edition is the publication 
for the first time of a memorandum 
of the German foreign office referred 
to in a colloquy between Chairman 
Flood, of the house foreign affairs 
committee, and Representative Bar- 
tholdt, of Missouri, at the hearing on 
the bills proposing an embargo on 
arms. 

Quoted German Memorandum. 

Mr. Flood quoted the memorandum 
as a justification of his argument that 
the German government did not hold 
Shipments of the munitions to allies 
as illegal. It appears that the corre- 
spondence with the German govern- 
ment, conducted by Ambassador von 
Bernstorff, developed as a consequence 
of a ruling by the United States that 
it was a violation of neutrality for 
merchant ships to leave American ports 
for the express purpose of supplying 
belligerent warships at sea. The am- 
bassador’s note said: 

“The position taken by the govern- 
ment of the United States as to the 
delivery of coal and other necessaries 
to warships of the belligerent states 
constituting a violation of neutrality, 
is in the opinion of the imperial Ger- 
man government untenable in interna- 
tional law. The imperial government 
has set forth its positien on this point 
in a memorandum which, in compli- 
ance with instructions, I have the honor 
to forward to your excellency.” 

The memorandum reads:

Paris, October 28.—The French cabi- 
net, of which Rene Viviani was head, 
resigned today, but up to a late: hour 
tonight Aristide Briand, called on to 
form a new one, had not completéd his 
task. 

The subject of M. Viviani’s retirement 
from the premiership and the reor- 
ganization of the cabinet was discussed 
at length by political leaders, but as 
no definite arrangement could be reach- 
ed, the chamber of deputies, which was 
awaiting the appearance of the minis- 
try in the house, adjourned in the aft- 
ernoon without any formal announce- 
ment having been made. 

There had been rumors sincethe res- 
ignation of Theophile Delcasse, the for- 
eign minister, of important changes in 
the cabinet, but the withdrawal of M. 
Viviani was a surprise, as his minis- 
try received a vote of confidence in the 
chamber recently by a very large ma- 
jority. One explanation offered is that 
Premier Viviani has overtaxed his 
strength by his strenuous services in 
connection with the war. 

No Official Mandate. 

Aristide Briand, who held the office 
Of minister of justice in the late cabi- 
net, and who was premier in 1913, in 
a statement respecting the changes in 
the cabinet, said that he had received 
no official mandate, as there was no 
ministerial crisis. Throughout the day 
he conferred with political leaders of 
all shades, with the purpose of: re- 
organizing the ministry to include the 
best available men in the country. It 
is believed that M. Briand will be of- 
ficially invested with the mission of

letter written by the admiral in com- 
mand of the British ships along the 
American coast saying “except on one 
occasion in September last, which 
formed the basis of the complaint re- 
ferred to in vour telegram, I am sat- 
isfied that no attempt has been made 
to order anything from the United 
States territory.” 

Armored Merchant Shins, 

A series of communications passed 
between the British embassy and the 
state department on defensive arma- 
ment of merchantmen and the right of 
belligerent merchant ships to leave 
neutral ports prepared to arm at sea. 
The British embasgy stated that with 
reference to the fitting out on Ameri- 
can territory of vessels intended for 
warlike purposes, Great Britain would 
“hold the United States government 
responsible for any damages to British 
trade or shipping, or injury to British 
interests generally which® may be 
caused by such vessels having been 
equipped at or departing from United 
States ports.” 

The ruling of the state department 
that it Was permissible for merchant 
ships to arm for defensive purposes 
drew forth a note from the British 
embassy on instructions from the for- 
eign office giving “the fullest assur- 
ances that British merehant vessels 
will never be used for purposes of at- 
tack, that they are merely traders 
armed only for defense, that they will 
never fire unless first fired upon, and 
that they will never, under anv cir- 
cumstances, attack any vessel,” — 

The German government in a memo- 
randum transmitted by Ambassador 
Gerard took exception to the view that 
merchant vessels were permitted to 
defend themselves against a war ves- 
sel, and argued that it was a question 
whether or not armed merchant ships 
“should be admitted into neutral] ports 
at all,” the extent of armament being 
held as affording “no guaranty that 
ships armed for defensive purposes 
only will not be used for offensive 
purposes under certain circumstances.” 
Mr. Lansing’s answer was that the 
United States held that to permit ves- 
sels of small armament to enjoy the 
hospitality of American ports as mer- 
chant vessels was not a violation of 
neutrality. | 

nie Practice Is Disapproved. 

Nevertheless,” the American reply 
added, “the government of the United 
States is not unmindful of the fact that 
the circumstances of a particular case 
may be such as to eause embarrassment 
and possible controversy as to the 
character of an armed private vessel 
Visiting its ports. Recognizing, there- 
fore, the desirability of avoiding a 
ground of complaint this overnment, 
as Soon as occasion arose, ‘while frank- 
ly admitting the right of a merchant 
vessel to carry a defensive armament, 
expressed its disapprobation of a prac- 
tice which compelled it to pass upon a 
vessel’s intended use, which opinion, 
if proven subsequently to be erroneous, 
might constitute a ground for a charge 
of unneutrality. 

As a result of these répresentions no 
merchant vessels with armament have 
visited the ports of the United States 
Since the 10th of September. In fact, 
from the beginning of the European 
war, but two armed private vessels 
have entered or cleared from ports of 
this country, and as tothe vessels, 
their character as merchant vessels 
was conclusively established.” 

The efforts of the state department 
to obtain: improvements in the censor- 
ship of commercial cablegrams ¢onsti- 
tutes a lengthy correspondence over a 
period of more than a year. The his- 
tory of the formation of the Belgian 
relief commission and the part the 
United Statés government played in it 
is shown in a series of notes passing 
between Ambassador Gerard, Ambassa- 
dor Page and Minister Whitlock. 

German Ship Odenwald. 

The cogrespondence relating to the 
attempt of the German ship Odenwald 
to sail frem San Juan; Porto Rico, 
without clearance papers furnishes an- 
other interesting chapter of the vol- 
ume. The state department's note in 
answer to the German government’s 
complaint that the port authorizes 
opened fire on the steamer without 
warning concludes after a long review 
of the evidence that “the United States 
authorities at San Juan, in the per- 
formance of their duties, avoided any 
act endangering the safety of the ves- 
sels and the lives of the persons on 
board and exercised no greater force 
than was necessary to prevent the ille- 
gal departure of the Odenwald from 
the port of San Juan.” The case of 
August Piepenbrink, an American citi- 
zen of German birth, taken from Amer- 
ican vessel on the high seas by the 
French cruiser Connie was the subject 
of long exchanges. The Trent case in 
the civil war was cited as a basis for 
the American demand for the release 
of Piepenbrink. The text of a note 
from Fariegn Minister Delcasse to Am- 
bassador Sharp at Paris shows that 
Great Britain and France never admit- 
ted the American contention, 
he prisoner was 
special favor.”

THE GASOLINE INQUIRY. 


There is just one point the Federal Trade 
commission needs to clear up as a precedent 
to action relative to the extraordinary dis- 
criminations apparent in the price of zgaso- 
line as between Chicago and other cities of 
the middle west on the one hand, and At- 
lanta and cities pf the south on the other. 
That is the differential in the cost of hand- 


consumption. 

Gasoline is now selling around 11% 
cents in Chicago and other western distrib- 
uting centers; in Atlanta and this territory 
it is selling around 20 cents a gallon. Does 
it cost 8% cents per gallon more to trans- 
port gasoline to Atlanta and handle it here 
than in Chicago? That is the question fer 
the Federal Trade commission to deter- 
mine. If that 8% cents additional, charged 
the consumer, represents the added cost of 
transportation and handling as between 
Chicago and Atlanta, well and good; there 
is no more to be said on the subject. 

Frankly, we do not believe any such dif- 
ferential exists; we may say we know it 
does not. In fact, this differential, equiva- 
lent almost to the price at which gasoline 
at one time sold in this market, is tanta- 
mount to extortion. The probabilities are 
the actual differential in handling cost is not 
more than a cent a gallon; but whatever it 
is, whether more or less, is the thing the 
commission should find out, and then pro- 
ceed, through whatever channels may be 
necessary, to compel the sale to consumers 
upon the basis of the most centrally located 
market, plus only that differential cost. 

There is no necessity or occasion for in- 
quiring into the facts as to prices. They 
are quite plain; prices to consumers in a 
hundred cities may be obtained in a few 
hours in reply to telegrams. The commis- 
sion’s work is to get at the cause and apply 
the- remedy—to find the actual differential 
in handling cost and demand that it shall 
everywhere’ be supplied to consumers at 
garket value with only the true differential 
added. 

When the commission has done that it will 
have rendered a substantial service to the 
people of the whole country. Nor should 
there be any delay about it. The present 
unfair discrimination is costing the people 
of this territory thousands of dollars every 
month. The price has been boosted and 
boosted from week to week, always main- 
taining this excessive differential against 
southern cities. 

The commission should get to the bottom 
of this matter at once—the quicker the bet- 
ter. If the producing companies are right 
about it; if they are entitled to charge this 
apparently excessive differential, let the 
people know it and know the reason for it. 
If they are not entitled to it; if they are 
arbitrarily mulcting the people because it is 
within their power to do it, we should find 
it out now and put a stop to it. 


A NOTABLE BIRTHDAY.

CHEAP PRICE ON WIFE KILLING. 


Porter Charlton, charged with murdering 
his wife, at Como, Italy, in 1910, is to get 
off with twenty-nine days for the crime. 

The verdict found Charlton only “par- 
tially responsible, with extenuating circum- 
stances.” Consideration was given to “the 
restraint” the prisoner had been under and 
he also benefited by the general amnesty 
proclaimed by Italy at the beginning of the 
war. 

He was technically sentenced to an im- 
prisonment of six years and eight months, 
but the things enumerated, militating in 
his favor, will reduce the term to twenty- 
nine days. 

In that Italy of art and love, chivalry 
and romance from time immemorial, the 
Charlton verdict places a pretty cheap price 
on wife-killing, especially when all the re 
volting details of the tragedy are considered. 

While on trial, it is alleged that the 
prisoner was the recipient of flowery tokens 
—ardent love notes from women who wished 
to Honize him. In that steel cage, before 
his judges, he became a hero in their eyes. 

His later brief incarceration in an Italian 
jail will doubtless be made as pleasant as 
possible.

Editor Constitution: This morning as I 
was coming into the city 1 saw a passenger 
train leaving Atlanta and going across the 
(West End) at a 
This 
train had hardly passed before an incoming 
train went across the same crossing just as 
rapidly. 

A year or more ago I was at this cross- 
ing when an. automobile came very near 
being hit by such a conjunction of trains as 
is mentioned above, and at the time took the 
matter up with the railroad commission, and 
was informed that they had no jurisdiction 
over this crossing. I then mentioned the 
matter to the mayor of Atlanta, and also 
got after the council about it—the only thing 
that was done was to lay some new boards 
on the crossing (the old ones having been 
practically torn up by traffic). About 6 p. m. 
every day a long train backs in that shows 
only a small lantern on the rear platform 
and the engine headlight, the coaches being 
absolutely dark. The noise of the motor to 
one in an automobile kills completely the 
sound of the train, and the electric light ar- 
rangement at this crossing is such that it is 
difficult for one to see this dark train pass- 
ing. There are a great many vehicles that 
go across this crossing night and day, and 
souner or iater, if some provision is not made 
to properly safeguard it (an old man sta- 
tioned there on one side of the crossing a 
part of the day, and not at ali at night, is 
the only provision now made tor protection 
of the public) there will be some lives lost 
there. ; 

It may cost a little now for the railroad 
to have a man stationed on e lower side, 
but it will be well worth while. .

Atlanta Wake From Its Sleep 


Editor Constitution: I am a resident of a 
near-by town and I came to Atlanta two 
nights ago in my automobile to attend the 
Forbes-Robertson performance at the Atlanta 
theater. Never in my life have I seen such 
traffic conditions as I encountered in front 
of the Atlanta theater that nigh‘. The 
street on which the theater located is, 
at best. very narrow—about 30 feet between 
curbs, I should say. When I got to the 
theater I left my little automobile some way 
down from the theater and after the per- 
formance when I tried to get out I found 
myself involved in a dangerous whirlpool of 
traffic. I could move neither forward nor 
backward. I found that even in this narrow 
street automobiles had been parked on both 
sides, some automobiles fronting one way 
and those behind the other way. 

On both sides of the narrow street auto- 
mobiles were packed all the way from Edge- 
wood avenue to Central avenue. Between the 
two long lines of automobiles for this entire 
stretch only about 15 feet was left for traffic, 
and to make matters worse this narrow lee- 
way was being forced by automobiles going 
in both directions. The result was that the 
whole block was literally locked for half an 
hour, and automobiles and pedestrians were 
madly struggling to extricate themselves. ! 

I never saw a policeman or a traffic offi- 
cer during the whole time. I finally got out 
with my life and with nothing worse than a 
broken fender on my car, but I was glad to 
escape at that. 

What on earth is the matter with Atlanta 
that it permits such a condition as this to 
exist when it could be so easily remedied? 
You institute traffic regulations for grand 
opera, forcing cars to go one Way and come 
another, and not permitting parking on the 
square. But right here in the very heart of 
the city and on one of itS narrowest streets 
you permit a condition that would not be 
tolerated in any up-to-date city in the world. 

Atlanta’s traffic regulations are ten years 
behind the times, and even the little town in 
which I live controls its traffic better than 
you do. 

Why your city tolerates such mismanage- 
ment is a mystery to every Georgian who is 
interested in its great capital.

Washington, October 28.—Chair- 
man Chamberlain, of the senate mili- 
tary committee, told President Wilson 


that he approved the national defense | 
program along the general lines pro- 
posed, and that he thought his com- 
mittee would agree to it. 

Senator Chamberlain said he thought 
his committee could complete delibera- 
tions on the army bill when it reaches 
the senate within a month, and he an- 
ticipates that the bill will be intro- 
duced soon after congress convenes.

duced a bill covering part of the army 
increases included in the administra. 
tion scheme He believes the standing 
army ought to consist of about 150,000 
men and he will advocate training of 
young men in schools and colleges for 
military service. 

In this connection Senator Chamber- 
lain intends to introduce as a separa- 
rate bill a plan of co-operation between 
the federal government and the states 
whereby military instruction in the 
public schools would be established.
